Psalm 103 is unusual in that itis a 
Psalm of pure praise. It contains no 
petition or request. Making requests 
of God is not necessarily wrong 


Jesus encouraged us to ‘‘ask’’, 
‘seek’ and ‘‘knock'’. (Matthew 
7:7). The Lord’s Prayer contains 


several requests including ‘‘Give us 
this day our daily bread’’, ‘‘forgive 
us our debts’’, ‘‘lead us not. into 
temptation’’, and ‘‘deliver us from 
evil’’. (Matthew 6:9-15). And James 
said, '‘Ye have not, because ye ask 
not.’’ (James 4:2). Yes, it is alright 
to be an asker, but Psalm 103 
reminds us that sometimes we need 
to praise God. 

Verse one reveals two central 
matters regarding worship. First, 
we worship the Lord mainly because 
of who He is. The first and last parts 
of verse one stress this fact - ‘‘Bless 
the Lord’’ and ‘‘Bless His Holy 
Name’’. The Psalmist named some 
of the Lord's ‘‘benefits’’ in his life, 
but first he praised the Lord because 
of who he was 

Our word worship comes from an 
Old English word ‘‘weorthscipe’’, 
the basic meaning of which is worth. 
True worship is ascribing worth to 
God. John helped us understand 
this when he wrote ‘“‘worthy is the 
Lamb’’. (Revelation 5:12). The Lord 
is worthy of our praise. 

Verses three through five of 
Psalm 103 contain a list of five 
‘*benefits’’ the Lord had given the 
Psalmist. But notice the first word in 
each of those five statements - the 
word ‘‘who'’ which is a reference to 
the Lord. The Psalmist put the 
accent on the Lord who gave the 
benefits. One dairy farmer said, ‘I 
started tithing and my cows gave 
more milk’’. The major emphasis

One of the key words in Psalm 
103 is the word ‘‘all’’. It is used at 
least ten times in the Psalm. It is 
used mostly in the first and last parts 
of the Psalm. Verses one through 
three contain four references, and 
verses 21 and 22 contain four 
references. The first reference to 
‘tall’ is in verse one where it is used 
to refer to the Psalmist - ‘‘Bless the 
Lord, O my soul; and all that is 
within me.’’ From this emphasis we 
are reminded that worship is to 
involve all of one’s personality, one’s 
total being. 

Maybe our statement ‘‘Pull 
yourself together’’ describes what 
the Psalmist was getting at We 
tend to get ‘‘strung out’ or 
‘scattered out’’. Genuine worship 
of God involves ‘‘all’’ that one is and 
has 

It is not always easy to get a 
unanimous agreement in a 
community, a family, or a church.
